The Evening Lizht and Church 
of God Evangel was launched to 
supply a long felt want by the 
Church. It was started at a ven- 
ture, without onecent of capital, 
and no pledges to back it up. 
The Assembly felt they should 
start a paper, and appointed a 
publishing committee. Thocom- 
mittee selected an editorial staff, 
and they made arrangements for 
and started the paper. The first 
issue was sent out the first of 
March, 1910. It was met witha 
hearty approval and a glad wel- 
come by many. It spread its lit- 
tle white wings and began to 
float upon the breeze without 
knowing where it would finda 
resting place. Thark God it has 
found a glad reception in hun- 
dreds of homes already. Al- 
though hardly three’ months old, 
yet itis making its way to the 
front, and winning the favor of 
the people with its glad testimo- 
nies and messages of love. 

We feel very grateful to God 
for the many encouraging letters 
we have received from friends 
commending us for the little 
white winged messenger. It 
gives us.great pleasure to know 
of the biessings that have fallen 
on seme of the readers as they 
scanned its carefully and prayer- 
fully prepared pages. It has 
found its way into several of the 
States North, East, South and 


West, besides setting sail and 
crossing the deep blue sea, and 
reaching foreign ports, as well as 
some of the islands of the sea. 
The stories of how it has fallen 
into interested and wide open 


‘hands is varied and interesting. 


All this is encouraging to those 
who are spending their time to 
make it a blessing to humanity. 
There is only one discouraging 
feature. As we stated above, 
this enterprise was started with- 
out a penny of cash or pledges 
to back it. The subscription list 
has increased at the rate of about 
125 a month, which indicates a 
bright and prosperous future for 
the little messenger. If these 
subscriptions had all been fora 
a year there would have been no 
cause for this article, and this 
space could have been filled up 
with something else. But un- 
fortunately, many have _ sub- 
scribed for only six months, 
which makes a shortage in re- 
ceipts for expenses. We hope to 
be able to make the paper so in- 
teresting that we wiil retain all 
subscribers, and we expect them 
to renew promptly and have the 
constant increase besides. We 
knew at the outset that the first 
year would be the pull to make 
ends meet. But we are hopeful. 
We believe God will help us in 
some way. The few who are 
giving their time to prepare and 


send out the paper are receiving 
no remuneration whatever for 
their services, but are doing it 
with glad hearts and free good 
wills. But the printer must be 
paid; and while he is showing 
himself to be interested to make 
the paper a success, yet the wear 
and tea: of machinery, paper, 
ink and labor, al! amount td 
something. 


Now may the Lord bless ev- 
erybody who reads this. Weare. 
not asking for donations, al- 
though some who know the ex- 
penses of such an undertaking 
in its infancy have very kindly 
contributed. Wedohoweverask 
for your prayers—that God will 
in some way undertake for us 
and move on the hearts of His 
people to help us out at this 
time.

A Glimpse at\fhe Church of 
God. 


There are some things so blended to- 
gether that it is difficult to divide and 
separate so the distinction can be made 
and realized without much difficulty. 
It takes the spirit, soul and body to 
make the whole man. While we at- 
knowledge the threefold make-up of 
man, yet it ig not easy tu make the di- 
vision and understand it. These are so 
blended together that the masses of 
people giveit but little thought, yet the 
Scriptures do show a distinction. 

‘The ‘‘Church of God,’’ the ‘‘kingdom 
of God’’ and the ‘‘family,’’ or ‘‘house- 
hold of God,’’ are generally understood 
to be one and the same, but the Scrip- 
tures show a distinction. -The Church 
of God can never be thoroughly under- 
stood unless. this distinction is clearly 
shown. I do not at this time expect to 
-exhaust this subj-ct nor discuss it at 


Jength, but I merely wish to state that ~ 


there is a real difference between the 
“Church of God,’’ the ‘‘Kingdom of 
God” and the ‘‘family,’’ or ‘‘house- 
hold of God.’’ 

Jesus said at Matt. 16:18, ‘I will 
BUILD my church.’’ Paul WROTE unto 
the church, as we will see at 1 Cor. 1:2, 





and other places as well. Jesus at Matt. 
6:33 said; ‘‘Seek ye first the kingdom 


of God.’’ Also at Luke 17:21, ‘‘Beho'd 
the kingdom of God is within you. ’ 
Many Scriptures could be given teack.- 
ing about the kingdom of God. ‘A few 
hints here will give.a view to a large 
field of research to the churc® and king- 
dom. The church was to be built, and 
was to be capable of reading letters in- 
telligently, written by the Apostle Paul 
and others. The kingdom is to be 
sought for by the people before any- 
thing else, and is to come without ob- 
servation, and be in them. 

The family of God is composed of 
people on earth andin heaven, accood- 
ing to l’aul at Eph. 3:15. The Gentiles 
are brought, by the blood of Jesus, into 
citizenship with the saints, and of the 
household of God. Eph. 2:19. 

The Church of God has been misun- 
derstood so long, and is now so blended 
in the minds. of the people with what is 
known as the “denominational churches” 
that it is only wi h difficulty that peo- 
ple can be made to see whit it really is. 
Churches have b-en founded by men 
upon creeds and articles of faith so 
long, and we have wandered so far away 
from the original, that it js not an easy 
task to drop the curtain down between 
us and mistaken ideas, tradition and 
prejudice, and climb back at once to the 
original meaning and unaerstanding of 
the ‘‘Church of God.’’ The decline from 
the standard was gradual, and if the 
original standard and high mark is 
reached, it will be done gradually; and 
as the incline is steep on account of the 
shortness of time to reach the top, more 
strength and energy will be required to 
reach the place from whence we have 
fallen. But we mustcometoit. ‘‘Laugh 
at impussibilities, and cry out it shall 
be done’’ was the watchword of our 
noble and honored reformers when 
beeaking loose from Romanism and 
State churches. Tne same should be 
oar watchword in this greatest of all 
reformations. I say the greatest of all 

reformations because this one is to usher 
in the coming of our Lord, and the pre- 
sentation of the Church (not the king- 


-dom_or the household) ‘‘to Himself a. 


glorious church, not having spot or 
wrinkle or any such thing.”’ . 

We must break loose from the yoke 
of. bondage we have gotten into by tra- 
dition and custom. We dare not Le 
found fastened under the yokeof creeds 
or articles of faith when Jesus con es, 


We must be the church of which He | 


will be proud when He comes to present 
her to Himself a glorious church, not 
only His bride, but His church, of which 
the bride is only a part. It may secm 
impossible to unyoke from these fulse 
theories, from traditions and creeds, 
but we must doit. ‘‘Laugh at impos- 


sibilities and cry vut it shall be done,’’ 

and every ore of usgo atit. Jesus 

says, ‘‘Take my yoke upon you,’”’ and 

Paul teaches us that His church must 

and will be ject to Him in every- 

thing. Come is? Yea, we dare 
not fail here” The objective point is 
the original standard borne by the 

Apostles, which long since has been 

trailing in the dust, but must be placed 

high up on the staff, and once more un- 
furled to the breeze, and float high 
above sectism, creeds, theories and tra- 
ditions until the sound of the trumpet 
is heard, and he is so attracted by her 
obedience, sacrifice and spotless beauty, 
that He will be delighted to present her 
to ‘‘Himseif, a glorious church, not 
having spot or wrinkle or any such 
thing, but that it will be holy and with- 
out blemish.’’ The standard too high? 

Nay, verily! We can reach it. We 
must do it. Fire up. Be a blaze of 
glory for Him when He comes.

gave me the blessed abiding Comforter. 
And I have heard the conimand, ‘‘Go 
ye into all-the world and preach my 
gospel to every creaturé.’/’ Oh, 1 am 
glad he puts the goin my soul. Glory 
to God! - 

A short time ago the Lord led me by 
His Spirit to take an evangelistic trip 
in the mountains, with a little band of 
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workers Jed by Rev. W. F. Bryant into 
his field of labor, and supplied every 
need so that I could go. We went from 
Cleveland over fifty miles by rail to 
Tellico Plains. As we came in sight of 
the mountains the glory of God began 
to well up inour souls. It was pouring 
down rain, but when we reached the 
depot our Heavenly Father withheld 
the rain, and we began a waik of five 
miles up the mountains to the little 
Church of God at Hillview. About half 
way up we stopped at an humble Christ- 
ian home for supper, where they gave 
us a hearty welcome, and the people 
began to gather in to seeus. After 
being refreshed we went on our way to 
the church, but on account of an ap- 
proaching storm and the house being so 
open, it was decided to have the meet- 
ing at brother Coleman’s. As we en- 
tered the house it began to pour down 
rain, but quite a number had gathered, 
and we had a precious service, at the 
close of which many seekers knelt for 
prayer, and we labored with them until 
near midnight. It touched our heart 
very much to see how eager these dear 
people were for the gospel and how 
they sacrificed to be at the service, as 
after the storm was over some of them 
had to walk home, a distance of about 
three miles, half of the way through a 
branch stepping on rocks, and with no 
lantern, and the next morning they were 
out to Sunday School. That night ten 
of us, including children, slept in one 
room—on straw beds and the floor. On 
Sunday morning, though it was cold 
and rainy, many were out tb Sunday 
School, and they have an average at- 
tendance of thirty-five. They have no 
Sunday School literat»re, and just study 
from the New Testament. I was told 
this was the only Sunday School for 
fifty miles back in the mountains. The 
little tots were barefooted, and I heard 
one complain of being cold. After an 
interesting study of, t... word a sermon 
was preached in the poyver of the Spirit 
from 1{ Cor. 11:23-33 4 St. John 
13:1-17, followed by theggord’s Supper 
_ and the washing 4f,the saints’ feet. 

Truly the Lord was there, and we felt 
His sweet precious prc.ence and power; 
and such a spirit of unjty, love and hu- 
mility filled His people. While visiting 
in one home in the’? * noon, as we 
knelt in prayer the potormf the Lord 
came on all and ofe was*healed, and the 
father hungry and seeking his Pente- 
cost. In the night service the Spirit of 
the Lord fell in power and great glory. 
The saints were on fire for God, and 
gave many precious burning testimo- 
nies, and messages in other tongues 
with interpretation. After preaching 
the altar was filléd with seekers, and a 
mighty spirit of prayer came on all the 
saints, and some fell under the power of 


/ 


God. Some seemed so near recdiving 
the baptism of the Spirit, and one young 
woman seemed determined not to arise 
until the Lord sanctified her—convic- 
tion was so deep, and there was such a 
going down in crucifixion and death 
with Jesus. We waited hefore the 
Lord and labored with the seekers until 
near. midnight. Praise His precious 
hame! : 

We were glad to find most of these 
dear saints have stood true who re- 
ceived the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
when we were here last summer. We 
can see they have improved a great 
deal in every way. Oh, what a won- 
derful change this glorious gospel does 
make in hearts and lives. They are as 
a city set upon a hill, whose light 
shines out for Jesus to lost souls in 
these mountains. Some of them were 
called to go ten miles to pray for the 
sick. When Brother Bryant took up 
this work about three and a half years 
ago there was only one sanctified per- 
son in the place. Glory to God for the 
leaven of the gospei—how it works and 
lifts up. 

Ou Monday morning while in prayer 
for guluance about yoing to another 
place, the Spirit toia us to go, fully 
trusting and looking to Him, so at eight 
o’clock five of us started twenty miles 
back in the mountains irom the nearest 
railroad station. We rode part of the 
way on a log train, and the Lord provi- 
ded us with a good seat on a flat car, 
which was a bale of hay to sit on and 
another at our backs. Praise the Lord! 
We went up the mountain singing, ‘‘My 
eyes are on the mountain top.’’ As 
our eyes viewed the high mountain 
peaks, the massive rocks, the immense 
timver and the beautiful waterfalls in 
the rivers, we thought what a beauti- 
ful worid God had given us to live in, 

**Where every prospect pleases, 
And only man is vile.”’ 

There is a great deal of work done 
along this road in the timber, getting 
wood, saw logs for the mili at Tellico, 
and bark tor tanning leather, etc. We 
saw many gangs of men at work on the 
railroad and in the timber. They live 
in littfe camps along the road, mostly 
in box car houses, with no guspel priv- 
ileges. We were told that seven men 
had been killed up there not iong since 
in drunkenness and gambiing. We sang 
aud scattered tracts ard Pentecostal 
papers all the way. 

We stopped in one little box car house 
where two little children lay very low 
with fever. Oh, such gloom hung over 
that home with no Christ to help them, 
as the mother was a backslider and the 
fatherunsaved. They asked us to pray 
that they might be saved, and for the 
children. We had hardly entered the 
home when the neighbors began to 


come in, and the little house was crowd- 
ed till we scarcely had room to kneel in 
prayer. We rere only there a short 
time, but left the father and mother 
with lighterhearts. Praise God for the 
gospel of JesusChrist. How our hearts 
went out for this people. We had the 
opportunity to speak a few words to 
several for the Master, and to give out 
gospels, tracts and papers. They beg- 
ged us to come back and have services 
with them, but we conld not at this 
time. 

Atter leaving this home, we had to 
walk about four miles on and over great 
logs and tocks along a creek, then over 
a high mountain peak into a valley be- 
low, where lived two of God’s dear 
children. We reached there at five 
o’clock in the evening, tired and hun- 
gry, as we had not had anything to eat 
since morning. They gave us a hearty 
welcome, and after supper we had a 
service in their home, and several of 
the neighbors came in. We were there 
in services over twodays, and the Lord 
was with us in every service. Oh, how 
the Spirit did strive with lost souls, and 
search them out, and warn them to flee 
from the wrath to come There was 
one saved, one reclaimed, one healed, 
one seeking the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, and several asked for prayer. 
We found the community in a very 
dark spiritual condition. There wasa 
Hard Shell Baptist church in the place, 
but there had not been any services in 
it for months, and there had not been 
a gospel service in the community since 
brother Bryant had been there three 
months before There were two Hard 
Shell Baptist preachers there—one of 
these we found drunk by the roadside 
near his home, and the other had whip- 
ped one of his deacons and been turned 
out of the church. These pretended 
leaders stood in the way of souls, as 
while they seemed to be in sympathy 
with us, they did not humble themselves 
before God and confess and repent. 
Oh, such darkness! God have mercy! 
One sister has the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost—the only one for fifteen miles— 
and there are fifteen familiesin the 
community. 

As we could get no way to ride home, 
we stepped out by faith and started to 
walk, though it was cloudy and rainy. 
The Lord blest us in our souls, and we 
rejoiced to be counted worthy to walk 
and sacrifice for Jesus. The clouds 
cleared away, the Lord strengthened us, 
and we came over the mountains, walk- 
ing fourteen miles that afternoon, and 
for about ten milesdid not pass a house. 
In the evening we were called to go to 
one of the neighbors, to pray witha 
woman seeking the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, and the Lord greatly blest her 
soul.- We were with her in prayer till 


-near midnight, and it seemed but an 


hour. Glory to God! The next day we 
walked six miles further to the nearest 
railroad station on our return home, 
with the glory in our souls, and some of 
the saints came part of the way with 
us; we had prayer in one home and the 
Lord gave us a parting blessing. The 
Lord biess these dear people. e have 
learned to love them, and they were sa 
hospitable and kind to us—made us so

welcdme in their homes, and begged ug 
to come back. { 

‘hese people have to work hard, and 
it is all heavy work in the timber, on 
the railroad and farming, and then they 
realize so little. Most of them have to 
carry all they eat from five to twenty 
miles on their back over the mountains, 
except what little they can raise in the 
way of vegetables. They have little or 
nothing left to buy clothing. and most 
of them have large families, and noth- 
ing scarcely to give those who go to 
labor among them. We passed log cab- 
ins with little ragged children stanting 
in the yard, and some places the door 
filled with children and grown’ folks. 
We are great! in need of ‘a kodak, in 
order to give a better conception of the 
work, and. are trusting the Lord for it. 

We do praise the Lord that in one 
community the Holy Ghost has come. 
and many are filled with His Spirit, and 
the Lord heals them when they are 
sick, and there are many others hungry 
for salvation. God certainly has in 
brother Bryant the right man in the 
right place, and is setting His seal on 
his jabors. He is wearing his life out 
for this dear people, as the work is very 
hard on him, and he receives no com- 
pensation whxtever scarcely, except as 
God touches hearts elsewhere to supply 
hic needs by v1 intary contributions. 

Any one having second hand clothing 
that they do not care to store away or 
carry over the summer, could be shipped 
now and be ready | e-e for the early fall 
work, as a great deal of clothing is 
need for this work. Any contributions 
of clothing or monny will be very ac- 
cevtable to Rev. W. F. Bryant, 2508 
Gaut street, Cleveland Tenn.

Dear Sister Bower: 

Your welcome letter received. The 
mail is sent to the islands from Nassau 
only every two weeks. Thank you for 
the money. May the Lord greatly bless 
every one who contributed. It came 
in good place. Send all of our mail to 
Nassau. It will be forwarded to us 
when we are out on the islands. 

We left. ,Nassau on the 4th of March, 
and most of the time has been spent on 
the island Elenthera. It is quite along 
island, with a good many settlements 
on it. We held meetings at several 
places, but could not stay long eneugh 
to get the victory. The Lord has been 
present in the services, and souls have 
been biest, and seed sown that I be- 
lieve will spring up and bring forth 
truit yet. One place we visited, they 
had had a meeting conducted by an 
evangelist who preached sanctification, 
and quite a number had been saved and 
sanctified, but they were taught that 
they received the Holy Ghost when 
they were sanctified. After the eleyen 
o’clock service Sunday everybody was 
shaRing hands and rejoicing, and as one 
brother stood shaking hands with Mr. 
vans the power of God struck him, 
and he fell to the floor. He was very 
happy, and we began urging him to 
yield to God and let Him baptize him 
with the Holy Ghost, but he kept say- 
ing, ‘‘i’ve got it, yes, I’ve got it.’’
